Immense Responsibilities of European 


War Have Failed to Dim Bril- 


llancy of the French 


Commander. 


[ny ASSOt'lA'i'KD PRESS.] 


Paris, June 1.—Twenty-one months 


of responsibility by -General Joffro in 
the conduct oC the greatest war in his- 
tory, during which time he has been 
on duty an average of seventeen hours 
a day and has traveled more than 70,- 
000 miles in a niotor cur, do not seem 
to have aged this veteran soldier a 
bit; 
there Ts not the slightest betrayal 
ot fatigue in his countenance, his step 
or in his mind; he ia quite as ready for 
any development today as at any tims 
since the war began, and his decisions 
are as prompt, and clearly thought out 
as on the historical (August 26th, 1914, 
when he issued to the French armies 
Iho general instructions for the battle 
of the Marne. 
It is in a quiet villa surrounded by 
a.pretty garden and in a spacious room 
on the ground floor with a billiard 
table covered with maps in the center 
and maps on all the walls that the 
genornl-in-chief begins to receive re- 
ports from his staff officers between 
five and six o'clock in the morning. 
General Joffre on sitting down at 
his work table finds a single sheet of 
paper on which are noted the latest 
news of the French and German armies 
received during the night. There is no 
inkstand on the table, for the general 
writes very little, and no telephone, an 
.Instrument that he- detests and never 
uses excepting by proxy. There is a 
complicated set of colored crayons, 
however, with which the general with 
his ov/n hand marks changes In the 
situation of the armies upon the maps. 


Orders Concise. 
After a hasty glance at the memor- 
andum, the general listens to reports 
from the staff, which are rapidly com- 
mented upon, while concise orders are 
given 
covering questions of detail; 
afterward projected orders of consitl- 
eral consequence are submitted to the 
general by members of his staff, or sub- 
mitted by him to the staff. 
General Joffre listens to his officers 
with a rather detached air; he even 
has the appearance of paying no atten- 
tion to what is being said; then sud- 
denly will .surprise his staff by inter- 
rupting the reader of the report or let- 
ter and reaching out for it. 
When- 
ever a -phrase or a word strikes him, 
he insists upon reading it himself; he 
Blso follows for himself, pencil in hand, 
reports 
concerning military opera- 
tions and movements of troops, and 
seeks lout for himself even the most 
insignificant points named in the dis- 
patches. WSth the same care he reads 
every telegram, every order, before 
signing it. 
Tho general's car is known to every- 
one in the army by the tri-color fanion 
with a gold fringed cravat that it car- 
ries. He always arrives .without cere- 
mony and proceeds immediately and 
simply to the business in hand, wheth- 
er it be a discussion of important pro- 
jected operations with the commander 
of an army, or whether it be • his 
simple lunch, which 
he 
dispatches 
with good appetite. 
FreQuently, in- 
stead of Jeaving the car to visit the 
headquarters of an army, he takes the 
general in command into the car with 
him and discusses matters en route, 
thus saving time and keeping to the 
times table prepared for 
his 
round. 
Tho discussion goes on while the Com- 
mander-in-chief 
and the general in 
command of an army -a're making their 
way to the 
communicating 
trench 
thriough which they will proceed to 
the first line trenches. 


Nothing Escapee Him. 
Nothing in the construction of these 
trenches escapes Joffre; if there is 
anything wrong anywhere the officers 
and soldiers say, it is that very thing 
that the general's eye will light upon. 
He prefers to be unnoticed in these 
sort of .business trips to the front, in- 
sisting that they in no way partake 
ol! the form and ceremony that at- 
taches to reviews, but, Instinctively, 
when 
the old "grandfather" passes, 
the sentinels 
and 
soldiers 
present 
arms, 
reddening 
with 
pleasurable 
emotion because of this opportunity to 
honor .the general-in-chlef.. 


None of the army commanders have 
yet been able to satisfy Joffre on two 
points—the shelters for the men along 
the first line are never deep enough, 
and the barbed wire 
entanglements 
that protect the first line are never 
dense enough. 
"It's very well, it's very well." says 
he generally to 1.h,e colonel, shaking 
his hand, "but you must put up a little 
more barbed wire. 
7. am going to 
send you more, and when you, have a 
few'men available just deepen these 
shelters a bit, too." 
He never forgets, such things; the 
barbed wire is always forthcoming, 
and if he passes that way again and 
finds the' shelters have not been deep- 
ened, he notices it and makes Lhe 
colonel notice it. 


The numerous reviews that Joffre 
has had occasion to pass in twenty- 
one months of war are not entirely 
matters of show and parade. He. first 
visits, the Installation of one of the 
battalions and inspects the kitchens, 
the laundry, and the organization of 
the baths. After he has assured him- 
self that the material wants of the 
soldiers are cared for, he passes along 
the line to salute the regimental flag. 


Conferring Honors. 


lOf all the generals who have con- 
ferred decorations during the' war, 
none, it is said, do it with such real 
feeling as Joffre. 
When he gives the 
"accolade" after pinning 
the 
cross 
upon the brave soldier's breast, wheth- 
er it be the 
simplest 
trooper, 
the 
blackest Senegalese 
rifleman, or an 


officer, he kisses him heartily on both 
checks, never being satisfied with a 
semblance o[ an embrace as are some 
other generals. 
After conferring with the general of 
an army, visiting .the quarters of the 
troops or .passing a regiment in re- 
view, Joffre always consults his little 
paper, the itinerary of his round, and 
this is about the only -thing that dis- 
turbs the equanimity of his temper. 
"We are going to be at least twenty 
minutes late," he often says, impa- 
tiently, and this means that the man 
at the wheel must, make up that time 
in order to get back into the general's 
good graces; he never goes too fast 
to suit his illustrious passenger. 
General Joffre has been described 
by some of his generals as the safety 
valve of .the army. 
While he is the 
directing intelligence of the great ma- 
chlae, he is at the same time the re- 
lief for overcharged minds of subor- 
dinates who, under certain contingen- 
cies, may be over-affected by matters 
of secondary importance. 
Surprised 
by some unlooked-for development and 
Impressed by a complication that 
seems to them decisive and perhaps 
irremediable, 
a simple observation 


from Joffre often reduces the exag- 
gerated incident to its proper propor- 
tions and cools .the blood of his su- 
bordinates. 
. The general-in-chief is :not partial 
to the visits of civilians in war time. 
He has resisted with admirable con- 
sistency 
the 
constant pressure of 
thousands of influential civilians who 
have no business at the front, but 
nevertheless desire ardently to see it. 
Besides the 
hundreds of war corre- 
spondents, the supervising 
commit- 
tees of the chamber of deputies, him, 
dreds of other influential politicians, 
ministers, and other governmental offi- 
cers, there are the visiting 
notabili- 
ties from the allied 
countries 
who 
never fail to put in an application for 
a visit to the front.

BAKER TAKES WHACK 
AT REPUBLICANS IN 


SPEECH AT COLUMBUS 


Secretary 
of 
War 
Expressed 
His 


Views Toward Opposing Purt 


on National Issues. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PHKSS.] 


Columbus, O., June 1.—Secretary of. 
War Maker, in an address as chair- 
man of the Ohio Democratic conven- 
tion here today, declared the iRepub- 
lican party is "an aggregation of fac- 
tious agreeing upon no set of princi- 
ples," and compared it with the Dem- 
ocratic 
party 
which he said had 
carried out a wise and definite pro- 
gram in economic measures, national 
preparedness and foreign policy. The 
party will be continued in power to 
mature its program, he predicted. 
Referring briefly to politics in Ohio, 
his home state, the 
secretary ex- 
preseti the hope that the present Re- 
publican administration "characterized 
by feebleness and uncertainty" would 
be leplaced by the Democrats next 
year and that special attention would 
be piven to relieving the financial 
stringency of Ohio cities. 
Secretary Baker praised President 
Wilson for pressing enactment of the 
federal reserve and rural credits sys- 
tems, tariff reduction, for upholding 
American ideals in dealing with Mex- 
ico, and for steering1 the United States 
away from participation in the Euro- 
pean war. He expressed satisfaction 
that tht preparedness 
program had 
been moderate. 
Attacking the Republican party, Sec- 


retary Baker said: 
"To speak of a man as a Republican 
today identifies him with no cause, 
ascribes to him no 
opinion; 
and 
whether it affiliates him with progres- 
rives or reactionaries or both cannot 
be told until after the national con- 
vention in Chicago next week." 
Predicts a Split. 
He declared that Senator Harding of 
Ohio, who will preside at the Repub- 
lican convention, represents one fac- 
tion which believes the tariff should 
be the issue in the coming campaign, 
while other Republicans favor an at- 
tack on the foreign .policy of the pres- 
ent administration. Opposition camps 
divided into those who believe r.he 
administration has been too bellicose 
and those who fear it has been too 
Pence-loving, he said: 
"Then there is a third group," the 
secretary continued, "headed by the 
.Great Detractor, who, shifting from 
position to position on the nation's 
foreign policy, selects at each time 
apparently whatever 
vantage point 
seenis to offer an opportunity for mak- 
ing difficult the position of the presi- 
dent and congress. 
"In other words, what used to be the 
strong, coherent, logical organization 
known as the Republican party, is now, 
so far as its leaders are concerned, an 
aggregation of factions, agreeing on 
no set of principles, advocating JHI 
national policy, the only common bond . 
of union being a willingness to pool 
issues in win. And this party is about I 
to meet in convention at Chicago to 
select whatever candidate looks best 
at the lust moment and whatever prin- 
ciples .promise to weather the storm 
until November, 


In contrast to this, the Democratic 
party, having lived through years of 
doubt and hesitation, with a central 
philosophy sometimes more a yearning 
than a program, now presents a ma- 
tured policy, evolved by a great leader, 
welcomed by his party associates as 
the real expression of their political 
ideals." 


Democratic Laws, 
Secretary Baker declared the federal 
reserve act, by steadying business and 
commerce during the trying period of 
the European war, alone "would afford 
a record for courage and wisdom upon 
which the party could confidently ap- 
peal to the country." It 'has elimi- 
nated the power of a few financiers to 
causp a panic, he stated. The rural 
creditF legislation "is the first com- 
prehensive recognition by the nation 
of tha needs and rights of those who 
till the soil as the foundation of our 
entire economic structure," said the 
secretary. 


Commenting- on the Democratic re- 
duction of tariff, Mr. Baker said: 
"To 


the amazement of the 
faithful 
the 
duties have gone down but the dinner 
pail is r.ot only not empty but full to 
overflowing. The high protective tar- 
iff has; passed to the haH of 
fame, 
whtra it. is -placed with Doctor Cook, 
and Cagliostro, venerable only because 
of the length of time men rendered 
homage for virtues which it did not 
possess." 


Mr. Baker declared that intervention 
in 'Mexico had -been urged by "some 
American owners of Mexican mines. 
some American proprietors of Mexican 
concessions, 
some Americans who 
looked with longing eyes on Mexico 
as Naboth's vineyard." 
Border disor- 
ders have been unfortunate, he ex- 
plained, but the only alternative was 
"war upon these people, who have 
wiHed no act of aggression, on us, to 
invade their country, and to spend 
years in the occupation- of foreign soil, 
and in toilsome effort, expensive of life 
and treasure, to impress an alien civ- 
ilization on these people." 


Comment on Wan. 
Included in Mr. Baker's comment 
on the European war, was this: 
"It is better for the people of the 
United States not to be involved in 
that vast destruction if it can be hon- 
orably avoided; and second, it is bet- 
ter for humanity for the United States 
not to be involved, In order that, when 
the end of the struggle comes, there 
will be one great and persuasive power 
in friendly relations with all of tlio 
belligerents, 
inspired only by hle;h 
motives of humanity and friendship, 
to aid as adviser and counselor in the 
terms of readjcstrnent necessary. 
"The course of the administration 
has been to regard itself as, in the 
nature of the case, a trustee, for the 
time being, of the rights of .neutrals." 
President Wilson was the subject of 
this 'praise from the secretary: 
"When the history of this age comes 
to be written, the .great fortune of the 
American people and of the world 
•will appear to have been that our des- 
tinies -were in the hands of a man 
patient,, wise and just, who saw past 
all the minor annoyances and through 
•.all tne cross-currents of feeling, who 
resisted every impulse toward impetu- 
ous Judgment and 
thereby 
accom- 
plished these great things: 
First, 
that he has saved the lives of countless 
Americans who by any other course 
would have been devoted to death in 
battle; second, that he preserved the 
civilisation of the twentieth century 
against the last great assault which 
would have been made had our country 
too been swept into the general catas- 
trophe; third, that' he vindicated ami 
preserved unimpaired- the rights ot 
neutrals and restrained the zeal of 
belligerants from sacrificing interna- 
tional law to the supposed necessities 
of their military plans; and fourth, 
that he. saved up the moral energies 
of a great and free people to place 
them at the disposal of mankind when 
they rested from their work of destruc- 
tion and began to consider the possi- 
bilities of national life. 
"His has been the one sane, and 
serene spirit which will redeem this 
age; nnd when this election comes it 
will be found, that the neople of Amer- 


ica, whatever their sympathies in the 
European struggle, realize that the 
one indisepsable exponent of the mind, 
the friendliness and the 
ideals of 
America in the remaking of the old 
order in the Old World, is the finest 
type produced in this age 'by the new 
order in the New World—Woodrow 
Wilson."

parently as if there were nothing more 
serious ahead of him than one of the 
tenr.io games in which he so often par- 
ticipated as an expert player. He ad- 
drei-ioeu. the court with .suave polite- 
ness aud without a trace of agitation, 
although his voice wavered with ail 
evident touch of feeling as he spoke 
of bis borrow for his crimes. 
"1 ihunk the court," he said to Jus- 
tice Shearu, "for the very fair and im- 
partial manner in which it has treated

The official 
report just issued gives a production of 
737,905 hectoliters of must in 1915, the 
greatest production of any year since 
the introduction (in 1902) of the pres- 
ent wine law. 
In those thirteen years 


the production sank as law as 218,264 
hectoliters in 1913, and 
the 
famous 


year of 1911 brought but 537,197 hecto- 
liters of must.

white wines, 41 per cent were ranked 
as -'very good," 52 per cent as "good" 
and seven per cent as "medium." Only

FRENCH PEOPLE CONFIDENT 


OF THE NATION'S FINANCES 


Paris, June 1.-—The records of the 
National Defense bonds at the • Min- 
istry of finances show that the public 
is now bringing TO the treasury an av- 
erage oC 50 milion francs cash a day in 
exchange for the short term 
obliga- 
tions at 5 per cent. This is more than 
a billion and a half a month, or IS bil- 
lion a year, which is three billion more 
than the war of 1870 cost. 
"That 
fact." says a high authority on French 
finance, "shows conclusively that the 
cautious French public is not alarmed 
by the financial requirements of the 
French effort. 


"There was a period during the war 
when people, astounded by the pro- 
portions of the conflict had take"5, were 
inclined to say 'It can't go on like that. 
Where ' will the money come from?' 
Yet it has gone on with steadily 
In- 
creasing expenditures—billions follow 
billions into the gulf of war, yet the 
money flows in. The truth is, that, 
after being shocked by the financial 
effort required, Frenchmen were aston- 
ished at the revelation of their own re- 
sources.1' 
The deduction drawn by French fi- 
nancial experts generally is not only 
tl-.at French confidence is undismayed 
by the multiplication of the govern- 
ment's debts but that it is not money, 
but credit, which kept the war going, 
primarily. On the other hand, 
tbey 
point out, it is war that keeps monev 
i"i continual circulation, handing it out 
to new creditors as 
fast 
as 
it 
is 
brought in by old ones in exchange for 
bonds. In this way the French public 
debt has gone from about 32 
bilhon i 
francs before the war to about 52 bil- , 
lion, an increase of nealy 62 per cent, ! 
but nothing in proportion to

which is 515 per cent 
and in Great 
Britain where it is 165 per csnt.
